APOST revokes certifications for three Elba Police Officers 


Three Elba Police offi- 
cers learned their fate as 
officers last Thursday, July 
19, following a nearly 4- 
hour hearing in 
Montgomery, Alabama at 
the Alabama Peace 
Officers’ Standards and 
Training Commission 
(APOST or Commission) 
headquarters. 

The certifications of for- 


mer Elba Police Chief 
Freddy L.  Hanchey, 
Lieutenant Robert W. 


LaVoie, and Investigator 
Carl Andrew Gunter were 
suspended by APOST on 
June 8, 2018 as the result of 
an ongoing investigation 
for alleged forgery and sub- 
mission of required annual 
firearms qualification 
reports to APOST. 

Chief R. Alan Benefield, 
executive secretary for 
APOST, said the investiga- 
tion of the Elba Police 
Department found that 
forged false firearms quali- 
fication forms (POST-5) 
were submitted to APOST 
on a number of officers 
with the Elba Police 
Department for the years 
2015, 2016, and 2017. He

“These three men will no 
longer be law enforcement 
officers in the State of 
Alabama. It is a sad situa- 
tion, and I hate to see it 
happen.” 

He said APOST is 
charged with making sure 
that peace officers follow 
the rules and guidelines set 
forth for them, and unfortu- 
nately, some times things 
happen that require action 
to be taken. 

“They [Hanchey, LaVoie 
and Gunter] did not deny 
the charges [against them] 
during the hearing,” 
Benefield added. 

Benefield further said, in 
the case of Carl Andrew 
Gunter, he actually had 
already surrendered his cer- 
tification to APOST prior 
to last week’s hearing and 
acted as a witness during 
the hearing.

Coffee County Commission votes to hire 
another full-time SRO for county schools

The Coffee County Board of Education 
met Tuesday, July 24, for a called meeting 
and had several personnel matters to con- 
sider. 

There was a quorum for the meeting, 
but three board members were missing — 
Eric Payne, Larry Eddins and Rubin 
McKinnon. 

Superintendent Kevin Killingsworth 
had a lengthy list of personnel recommen- 
dations for the board to approve. 

Three teacher resignations 
approved. These included: 

« Resignation of Kathryn Gilley as an 
elementary teacher at Kinston 

Resignation of Patrick Lord as band 
director/teacher at New Brockton elemen- 
tary and high schools 

* Resignation of Anthony Carter as 
physical education teacher/coach at New 
Brockton elementary and high schools. 

Six certificated employments were 
approved. These included: 

* DeWayne Hamilton hired as trans- 
portation supervisor (includes duties of 
facilities coordinator and safety coordina- 
tor). 

« Julie Butterworth hired as a teacher at

* Ryan Gresko hired as band direc-

In regards to classified personnel, the 
board approved the resignation of Anna 
Padgett as a Pre-K instructional aide at 
Zion Chapel. The board also approved the 
hire of Nicole Senn for that same posi- 
tion. 

The superintendent had several coach- 
ing duties assignments to share with the 
board as well. These included: Marty 
Marler will receive a supplement as 
Kinston School’s assistant football coach; 
Andy Sanders will received a supplement 
as Kinston School’s head softball coach; 
Rachel Wilson will receive a supplement 
as Kinston School's assistant softball 
coach; Whitney Rugg will receive a sup- 
plement as Zion Chapel School’s assistant 
volleyball coach; Keith Simmons will be 
assigned as New Brockton High School’s 
junior high football coach and junior high 
basketball coach; and Eric Reynolds will 
be assigned as New Brockton High 
School’s boys head basketball coach. 

During a work session held prior to 
Tuesday’s board meeting, Killingsworth 
told board members he would be asking 
to revise the Employee Incentive Program 
during the meeting. 

He said this program was implemented 
in Aug. 2007 and there had been no 
increase to the amount since it was 
approved, The program offered $250 per 
semester for teachers for attendance. 

Killingsworth said he would ask the 
board to approve an increase to $400 per 
semester and to allow those who accumu- 
late two personal days to use one per each 
semester without it affecting their qualifi- 
cation for the incentive program.

The resolution was 
passed April 9th by the 
Coffee County 
Commission, and Coffee 
County EMA director 
James Brown said there had 
been a good start to getting 
reflective signs displayed 
throughout the county, but 
he said there was still a long 
way to go. 

“There are still plenty 
that don’t have addresses 
and that makes it difficult 
for first responders,” 
Brown said. “We don’t 
want any delays in getting 
to people.” 

The resolution proclaims 
that all permanently occu- 
pied residences or business- 
es in the unincorporated 
areas of Coffee County be 
clearly marked with their 
unique assigned physical 
address. 

Brown said the posted 
address should be with at 
least 2 % inch letters and be 
on reflective material. He 
said this is a personal 
responsibility of the proper- 
ty owner to get the address- 
es displayed. 

“We're here this morning 
to reiterate the resolution to 
Tequire addresses on prop- 
erty,” Brown said. “This is 
simply a life and safety 
issue. We encourage every- 
one to put the address 
marker on the property.”

Big lottery jackpots like the ‘Mega Million’ pot up for 
grabs this week always ignite visions of “my problems are 
solved’ in hoards of Americans. In fact very few, if any, of 
us could honestly say such thoughts have not crossed our 
mind at one time or another. Probably the real danger with 
this thinking is for the people who dream such dreams 
every day and actually believe the winning ticket next 
time is going to belong to them. Unfortunately very, very 
few will ever get to live that dream. By the time you are 
reading this, millions of people will be disappointed they 
didn’t win this week at ‘Mega Million’ and one or just a 
few will be elated over owning the winning numbers. 
Then we continually read about lottery winners who have 
no idea of how to handle such sudden wealth and make 
mistakes, some even wind up in bankruptcy court, because 
of their lack of ability to handle their “good fortune”. Our 
advice on a sure fire way of how to double your money is 
Se hectic very carefully fold it and put it in your pocket. 


Several weeks ago we published some updated informa- 
tion from the City of Elba concerning the proposed FEMA 
buyout of flood prone homes and the status of long ago 
filed buyout applications. The info we published boiled 
down to reports of more delays. This issue has dragged on 
since the December flooding SEVERAL years ago. It is 
easy to understand the frustrations of the homeowners in 
this mix. Many, if not all, are still displaced after all this 
time and awaiting some positive word on the FEMA buy- 
out. They may still have a mortgage on the property, want 
to get free from this house and do something else, etc., but 
have nothing but vague promises of “if’. Another issue 
was recently brought to our attention by one of these 
homeowners. His homeowners insurance company has a 
time limit in which they will step in and help him because 
of the flooding issue. That time limit is fast approaching 
and he is justified in being very edgy about “what to do”. 
We strongly believe these people need help and a loud, 
persistent advocate to push and push and push the feds a 
bit harder. 


Area fishing enthusiasts who enjoy Red Snapper fishing in 
the Gulf have been successful this year. They have 
reached the limit set by the feds and the season is ending 
a weeks early. Part of this success must be placed at the 
feet of Elba’s Charles Hayes who was recently pictured on 
Facebook with a 20-plus pound Snapper he had boated. 


Check with local health department prior to work on onsite sewage system 


Has your onsite sewage 
system failed? Be sure to 
contact your county health 
department 

Checking with your local 
county health department 
before having work done 
on your onsite sewage dis- 
posal system will not only 
protect your family’s 
health, it can save you 
money and the hassle of 
dealing with a failing sys- 
tem. That is why the 
Alabama Department of 
Public Health (ADPH) 
requires an Approval for 
Use permit before repairing 
or replacing your system. 

ADPH investigates com- 
plaints about onsite septic 
system failures that result 
in unapproved sewage dis- 
charge. Sewage contains 
harmful bacteria and pollu- 
tants that may cause illness. 

When properly installed 
and maintained, most 
onsite sewage disposal sys- 
tems serve homeowners 
well in areas where munic- 
ipal sewers are not avail- 
able or are not practical. 
Warning signs of potential 
system problems include 
wet spots in the yard, slow- 
ly draining toilets or drains, 
gurgling sounds in drains, 
and sewage odors. 

When failures occur, 
approved repair or replace- 
ment is necessary to protect 
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health and avoid polluting 
the environment. 

“We want septic tank 
owners to be alert to signs 
of system failure, respond 
quickly, and be aware that 
they must obtain a permit 
before they install a new 
system or repair an existing 
one,” Leigh Willis, director 
of Community 
Environmental Services, 
ADPH, said. “If you aren’t 
properly maintaining your 
system, you’re hurting the 
environment as well as the 
endangering the health of 
yourself and your neigh- 
bors.” 

To help ensure rules to 
repair or replace malfunc- 
tioning systems are fol- 
lowed, the department has 
instituted a protocol to ver- 
ify that repairs to septic 
systems are completed 
properly. Under the proto- 
col, public health environ- 
mentalists search records to 
determine whether an 
onsite system has been 
approved and if there is an 
Approval for Use docu- 
ment on file. A set of spe- 


cific guidelines is outlined 
that includes an applica- 
tion, a fee if applicable, and 
a plot plan that must be fol- 
lowed. 

If an Approval for Use is 
not on file at the local 
health department or the 
homeowner cannot provide 
it, the applicant must con- 
tact a soil professional 
(ADPH soil classifier, land 
surveyor or engineer) for a 
site evaluation and follow 
the requirements for a new 
onsite sewage system. A 
site professional may certi- 
fy and incorporate certain 
components of the unap- 
proved system so long as 
they meet onsite sewage 
treatment and disposal 
tules. 

If the failing system is an 
engineered system, a pro- 
fessional engineer must 


propose and design a 
repair. 
Please contact the 


Environmental Office of 
your county health depart- 
ment for more information 
about requirements and 
approved options for onsite 


sewage system repair and 
replacement. Tips to avoid 
trouble with your system 
and other information 
about requirements are

from the county’s volunteer 
fire departments. He said 
the departments had agreed 
to lower the price for these 
to $20 to help promote the 
resolution. 

E-911 coordinator 
Marvin MclILwain said the 
address markers need to be 
at the access point to the 
residences/property. He 
said citizens could mark 
their driveway with the 
signs from the fire depart- 
ments or something similar 
to those signs. 

“This is very important,” 
MclLwain said. “It’s not a 
privacy issue. Google 
knows where everyone is 
anyway. If you don’t 
believe it, ask Google. This 
is very important because 
we are talking about life 
and death. When someone 
is having a heart attack or 
stroke, seconds count. 
When someone is breaking 
in on you, seconds count.” 

Sheriff Dave Sutton 
echoed those remarks and 
said it is very important for 
citizens to get those address 
markers on their property. 

“Folks, we like to find 
you and find you quickly,” 
the sheriff said. “We have 


headlights and spotlights on 
our vehicles and _ this 
[reflective sign] is illumi- 
nated, It will help us find 
you.” 

Sutton said the purpose 
of this request is about life 
and death, not just trying to 
serve warrants and papers 
as some people seem to 
believe. 

“We've got to get there 
and get there quick when 
needed,” he said. 

Greg Lee, New 
Brockton’s fire chief, also 
was in attendance for 
Monday’s press conference 
and he said the $20 for a 
reflective address sign from 
the volunteer fire depart- 
ments is not much when it 
comes to someone’s life. 

“Tt is very imperative we 
find you quickly when sec- 
onds count,” Lee said. 

He said having property 
properly addressed with 
reflective signs helps emer- 
gency responders get to 
where they need to be more 
than most people realize, 
and that is the ultimate pur- 
pose of the resolution to 
have assigned property 
addresses displayed.

During his comments to 
the Commission last 
Thursday, Hanchey said he 
was retired and had no 
intentions of returning to 
police work.

A biography of Pope 
Lloyd Moseley was given. 

Moseley was born 27 
December 1847 to John 
Moseley and Ann Dean. He 
was the fifth of eight chil- 
dren. In 1860 the family 
was living in Cahaba, 
Dallas County, Alabama. At 
the age of 17 he enlisted as 
a private in Company D, 
Lewis’ Battery, Alabama 
Cavalry on 11 June 1864. 
They were primarily 
assigned from the 
Talladega/Jacksonville area 
to Mobile. They engaged 
the enemy on 7 December 
1864 and Pope was wound- 
ed at 8-mile Creek in the 
Mobile area. On 4 May 
1865, Company D, com- 
manded by Capt. Henry 
Brooks was surrendered at 
Citronelle, Alabama by 


Lieut. Gen. R. Taylor to 
Maj. Gen. E.R.S. Canby the 
unit was paroled 14 May 
1865. 

Mosley returned home to 
Dallas County and in 1870 
at age 22 was living with his 
parents. By 1880, he had 
become a minister of the 
gospel, married Rebecca A. 
Paget and had four children. 
On 20 January 1895, it 
appears Rebecca died while 
giving birth to her sixth 
child. She is buried in 
Geneva City Cemetery, 
Geneva, Alabama. Shortly 
thereafter Pope Moseley 
married Sarah L. Henderson 
who was 22 years his junior. 
In 1916 at the age of 67, 


Pope applied for his 
Confederate Service 
Pension. 


By 1920 there were six of 
his children living at home 
plus two of his granddaugh- 


ters ages 15 and 14. Pope 
Moseley died 23 July 1922 
at the age of 75. 

Pope Moseley is buried in 
the Byrd Family plot in the 
Enterprise City Cemetery. 
Although he is not a Byrd, 
two of Pope and Rebecca’s 
daughters married Robert 
Elvyn “Bert” Byrd. Pope 
and his second wife Sallie 
are both buried with the 
Byrd family. 

Georgia Fleming read the 
poem, The Cross of Iron. 
This poem is an original 
composition written by 
Georgia telling the meaning 
of the cross and why it is 
used to mark Confederate 
graves. 

The dedication ended 
with a black powder cannon 
salute provided by Co. B, 
Clanton’s Battery, First 
Battalion Light Artillery and 
prayer by Cathy Odom.

The marker was placed at 
the grave of Private Charles 
Isaac Sanders who served 
in Company G, 63rd 
infantry 2nd Regiment 
Alabama Reserves during 
the War between the States. 

The opening prayer was 
given by Chapter Chaplain, 
Cathy Odom, The welcome 
and introductions were 
given by Chapter President, 
Laura Womack-Rowell. A 
roll call of Confederate vet- 
erans buried in the 
Bethlehem cemetery was 
given by UDC and SCV 
members. 

There are 17 Confederate 
veterans interred in the 
cemetery. 

A short biography of 
Sanders was given by Hilda 
Culver Allen. 

Charles Sanders was 
born on December 9, 1845 
in Georgia to Jeremiah and 
Martha Elizabeth Sanders, 
the sixth of 16 children. 
Charles enlisted in the 
Confederate Army at the 
age of 16 on May 16, 1864 
in Troy, Alabama. The 63rd 
Alabama was primarily 
organized for the defense of 
Mobile and the bay forts. 
The Regiment remained in 
defense of Mobile until 
ordered to Spanish Fort and 
later to Fort Blakely. They 
were captured on April 9, 
1865. Sanders is listed as a 
prisoner of war, captured at 
Blakely and sent to Ship 
Island near Biloxi 
Mississippi on April 15, 
1865. He transferred from 
Ship Island to Vicksburg on 
May 1, 1865. The company 
commanded by Capt. A. V. 
Lee surrendered at 
Citronelle, Alabama on 
May 13, 1865. 

After the war, Charles 
came back to Pike County 
where he married Frances 
Welthie Reese on January 
11, 1867. Over the next two 
decades they lived in Pike, 
Coffee and Geneva 
Counties and raised 11 chil- 
dren. In the census records 
Charles is listed as a farmer, 
carpenter, saw mill worker 
and in 1900 he is Town 
Marshall of Elba. In 1920 
the census shows Charles at 
age 74, a widow. On 
January 23, 1921 at age 75 
he was laid to rest beside 
his loving wife, Frances. 

The dedication ritual was 
given by Womack-Rowell. 
The marker was unveiled 
by Ronnie Culver and the 
dedication wreath was 
placed by Hilda Culver 
Allen, great-great-grand- 
children of Sanders.

School Breakfast Program. Local school officials have adopted the following household size and income criteria for determining eligibility: 
Children need healthy meals to learn. Coffee County Schools offers healthy meals every school day. Breakfast costs $1.00; lunch costs $2.25. Your children may 


qualify for free meals or for reduced price meals. Reduced price is $.30 for breakfast and $.40 for lunch. This packet includes an application for free or reduced 
price meal benefits, and a set of detailed instructions. Below are some common questions and answers to help you with the application process. 


1. WHO CAN GET FREE OR REDUCED PRICE MEALS? 


All Fen in households receiving benefits from SNAP, the Food Distribution Program on Indian Reservations (FDPIR) or TANF, are eligible for free 
meals. 


+ Foster children that are under the legal responsibility of a foster care agency or court are eligible for free meals. 
* Children participating in their school’s Head Start program are eligible for free meals. 

* Children who meet the definition of homeless, runaway, or migrant are eligible for free meals. 

* Children who are directly certified are eligible to receive free meals. 


* Children who currently receive benefits from an Assistance Program (SNAP, TANF, or FDIPR) can extend eligibility for free meals to all children who are 
members of the household. If any child in a household receiving Assistance Program benefits was not listed on the eligibility notice, the household should 
contact the school district or schoo! to have benefits extended to that child. 


* Children may receive free or reduced price meals if your household's income is within the limits on the Federal Income Eligibility Guidelines. Your chil- 
dren may qualify for free or reduced price meals if your household income falls at or below the limits on this chart.

Killingsworth said he felt 
this increase in the incentive 
program would help curb 
some of the cost the system 
is paying for substitutes, 
and it would let the employ- 
ees know they are appreci- 
ated for being there every 
day. 

During the meeting, the 
motion to approve this revi- 
sion to the Employee 
Incentive Program passed 
with no opposition. 

Killingsworth said the 
system had received a resig- 
nation of the part-time 
School Resource Officer. 
Supplying the school sys- 
tem with three SRO’s is a 
joint project between the 
school system and the 
Coffee County Sheriff’s 
Department. 

Killingworth said it had 
been requested that the part- 
time position be filled with 
another full-time SRO 
under the same contract 
terms as the other two full- 
time officers. He said the 
estimated increase in cost 
for the school system would 
be $6,000-$8,000 per year, 
depending on the experi- 
ence of the officer hired. 

Board members approved 
the motion to revise the 
School Resource Officer 
Agreement with Coffee 
County to accommodate for 
another full-time officer. 

Also during the work ses- 
sion Tuesday, the superin- 
tendent said as of Monday, 
July 23, the expected 
increase in enrollment for 
New Brockton Elementary 
School was at 140 students 
and 36 students for New 
Brockton High School. 

He said plans were in 
work to have a team set up 
the first week of school at 
the central office to help 
with the intake of enroll- 
ment for the New Brockton 
schools. Also, he said while 
the school system works to 
get the new portable class- 
rooms ready and approved 
for the elementary school, 
sixth graders would be 
placed at the high school. 
Once the portable class- 
rooms are ready, he said the 
sixth graders would be back 
at the elementary school. 

“With the numbers we 
have, we need somewhere 
to house the sixth graders, 
and there is room at the high 
school,” Killingsworth said. 
“As much as we can, we 
plan to keep them separated 
and isolated from the high 
school students during this 
time.” 

He asked everyone to be 
patient as the school works 
to accommodate its growth 
at New Brockton. 

The next regular board 
meeting for the Coffee 
County Board of Education 
is set for Thursday, Aug. 2,
